Washington, M ay 7.— Although tele- 
praph wires have not brought to W ash ­ 
ington the actual 
news of the sever­ 
ance of diplomatic relations of Guate­ 
mala and Mexico, officials here have 
no doubt, that Mexico took the action 
that w ill result in giving to the Guate­ 
malan minister 
In Mexico passports 
for his withdrawal. The Mexican minis­ 
ter in Guatemala is now preparing to 
return home and the American charge, 
Philip Brown, secretary 
to the lega­ 
tion. has been instructed to look after 
Mexican interest 
in the 
Guatemalan 
capital upon 
the 
departure 
of the 
Mexican minister. 
Ambassador 
Creel of Mexico 
has 
been in hourly anticipation of a mes­ 
sage from his government informing 
him that the break had occurred be­ 
tween his country and Guatemala, lie 
was advised that Guatemala had de­ 
nied the request for the surrender of 
General Jose Lima, who is suspected 
of being implicated in-the murder in 
Mexico of Form er President Barrillas 
of Guatemala, and that there was no 
alternative but for Mexico to consider 
the refusal as an insult necessitating 
the 
discontinuance 
of relations 
be­ 
tween the two countries. 
The break 
was to take place Monday and the ab­ 
sence of any message announcing it 
does not mean that it has not occurred 
in accordance with the programme. 


Agreement Not Probable. 


The 
state 
department 
has 
had 
numerous 
messages 
from 
Minister 
I,ce, who is about to leave Guatemala 
for the tTnlted States 
on account of 
illness, 
and 
from Secretary 
Brown. 
These 
dispatches confirmed 
the ad­ 
vices received from diplomatic repre­ 
sentatives in Washington of the two 
countries that there was no possibility 
of Guatemala and Mexico arranging 
the controversy over the demand for 
the extradition of General Lim a. 
The severance 
of diplomatic 
rela­ 
tions does not mean war, although the 
fact that the countries adjoin causes 
great anxiety. 
Officials 
of the state 
department intend to use their good 
offices in an effort to adjust the pres­ 
ent difficulty. 
Dr. Toledo Herm rte, the Guatema­ 
lan minister, conferred with Assistant 
Secretary Bacon concerning the situa­ 
tion and said that he hoped that there 
would be a settlement soon.

clared that under the treaty between

had no right to demand the surrender 
of a citizen of the other.

coining crop of grain Mr. Wilson said: 
“ Spring seeding is a little baekkard 
on account 
of the cold, but 
there is 
plenty of time between now anti the 
last of September to grow a crop of 
all kinds of grain. 
Tri 
the states of 
Minnesota and tho Dakotas, where we 
get much of our spring wheat., seeding 
has been delayed about two weeks but 
with :t few days of warm sunshine plant­ 
ing w ill he In full progress. W h ile the 
weather has been unseasonably cold in 
some districts, still it I r i s not been se­ 
vere enough to retard plowing and my 
advices are 1hat the ground in those 
stat e s lias been ti* u lv jill made -ready 
to receive 
the seed. 
W e 
w ill have 
warm weather in a few days now and 
I don’t see what is to prevent a normal 
crop of spring wheat in these states. 


May Have Some Foundation. 


As regards the Canadian Northwest 
tin* claims being made that this year’s 
harvest w ill be seriously diminished 
may have some foundation. 
Accord­ 
ing to what I consider 
authentic ad 
vices from that section of the country 
the weather 
has been so 
cold that 
plowing has been almost Impossible. 
Tn past 
years tile Canadian 
farmer 
has generally left his plowing for the 
spring and this year he finds himself 
in a bad position. 
Tn a normal year 
seeding would he about half finished 
in Manitoba and adjoining provinces 
hut I am told that today the farmers 
in that country haven’t got the ground 
ready for receiving the seed even if 
tim weather were 
favorable for this 
work. 
However, such a condition in 
tim Canadian Northwest won’t make a 
great 
deal of 
difference when 
this 
year’s crop is harvested.

dian fanner grows hut a small propor­ 
tion of the total crop of wheat and 
am of the opinion that the deficiency 
if there should be any. in that part of

tive of important city legislation, but 
tho municipal fathers remained in sos 
aion until nearly midnight and trans­ 
acted a large amount of routine busi­ 
ness and allowed a largo number of 
bills. 
When President Johnson called tho 
council to order the following aldermen 
responded to their names, viz: 
Zakaria- 
son, Drexler, Turcotte, Farrar, Baker, 
Graham, Toobey, Johnson. 
Alderman 
Houck came in while the minutes were 
being read. 
The reports of tho clerk of the muni­ 
cipal court and of the chief of police 
were read and approved. 
I ho report of the city clerk was read 
and approved. 
The report of tho chief of the tire de 
partment

and 
accepted. 
There were 17 fire alarms responded to 
at a cost for the services of the firemen 
of $155.25. 
The council then passed to tho allow­ 
ing of claims and bills, which occupied 
nearly two hours. 
I here were few bills 
on which there was any inquiry and 
none to which there was any objection 
The city pay rolls were allowed as fol­ 
lows:

The proposition of the three news­ 
papers published in Brainerd to publish 
the report of the special audit of the

caused some discussion. 
Alderman Farrar thought that the 
expense was too h eavy to justify the 
publication. 
Alderman Toohey believed that the 
money would be well spout and that the 
taxpayers would approve the expendi­ 
ture. 
Aldermen 
Houck 
and 
Zakariasen 
agreed with Mr. Toohey. 
Alderman Drexler thought the pu’ 
cation of a summary of tho report w..s 
enough.
